That is the grim conclusion 
reached by a special board of 
medical men and scientists after a 
survey of U. §,. strategic bombing 
of Germany. Their report has just 
been made public, 

They found that bombings in the 
Reich Killed 00,000 civilians, 
wounded 700,000 and made 7,800,000 
homeless. Deaths from actual bomb 
blasts, however, were relatively in- 
frequent as only persons within 30 
yards of an explosion were affected, 
Fire was the veal killer, 

“Preliminary reports from Hiro- 
shima and Na&sasaki,"’ the report 
added, ‘‘tndicate that the number 
and type of injuries sustained In an 
atomic bomb atSick do not differ 
greatly from those inflicted upon the 
German civilian population in the 
great fire raids.”

Give Top Performance 


Truck tires made with improved 
cotton cords gave outstanding per- 
formance in government tests con- 
ducted during the war years, the 
department of agriculture reports, 
Made from selected varieties of cot- 
ton, the improved tires stood up 
under rough driving markedly bet- 
ter than tires made from standard 
cotton cord, 

Passenger car tires made of cot- 
ton cord and also tested still were 
in good driving condition after near- 
ly 70 thousand miles of high speed 
driving, USDA said. The tests were 
made at the army ordnance tire 
testing grounds at San Antonio. 

To develop a cord which would 
be satisfactory for synthetic rub- 
ber, laboratory scientists first in- 
vestigated what is known as the 
low-gage cord which they believed 
‘would outwear and outrun the 
larger, or high-gage, cord, Tires 
made with low-gage cord require 
less rubber and permit the produc- 
tion of a cooler running tire. 

The first experimental tires made 
with low-gage cord fabrics were of 
90 per cent synthetic and 10 per 
cent natural rubber. The testing ve- 
hicles were two and one-half ton

trucks carrying a 5,000 ton pay 
load, The test course included 70 
per cent paved road, 15 per cent 
gravel and 15 per cent cross coun- 
try traveling. 

According to the report, all ex- 
perimental tires gave satisfactory 
results, But those made with the 
improved cotion cord gave higher 
mileage and better impact resist- 
ance to rock ledges and other ob- 
stacles than those made from stand- 
ard cotton cord used for compari- 
son.

Light is Energy Wave 

Light which brings us vision, our 
most precious possession, is an en- 
ergy wave related to radio and 
x-rays, uccording to the Better Vis- 
ion institute. All these rays travel 
at the uniform speed of 186,000 miles 
per second, differing from each 
other chiefly in their wave-lengths 
and Jp the number of oscillations 
which an electrical particle through 
which they are passing will under- 
go in a second. Some radio rays 
have wave-lengths a mile across, 
and sorne of the waves shorter than 
x-rays have wave-lengths of less 
than one millionth of an inch, Only 
a small group of the electro-mag- 
netic waves form light. The ‘color 
of light follows the wave-lengths. 
The shortest violet rays have wave- 
lengths of only one .065 of a inch, 
The wave-lengths of light grow long- 
er from violet to red, whose waves 
are about one .035 of an inch long,
